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Subs, Planes Shake Basis of 


Traditional Naval Practice

German bombing and submarine raids on British 


naval bases"are~not only damaging and destroying warships. They are 
shaking also the bases of naval theory and practice, and may compel far- 
reaching changes in the defense plans of all naval powers. 


This question conies close home to us because the United States bases 


its security first upon naval power, upon control of 
[the waters of the Atlantic and Pacific around the 
[western hemisphere. Even the layman, like myself, 


cannot witness this destruction which is occurring in 
the very nesting places of the British fleet along the 
coast of Scotland, without feeling vaguely that some- 


; thing is taking place that creates problems for us. 


I Laymen can have no intelligent answers but it will 
not be too early next winter for congress to begin con- 


; sultation with our naval experts. 


The British empire was able to plant itself all over 


the world through the power of a surface fleet Be- 
calise Britain, ship for ship and man for man, had a 
slionger navy than any other pov>'er, it v.-as able to 


i acquire and keep an empire which lay thousands of 
miles from the British Isles. The British fleet spanned 


Baymond Clapper these long reaches of water as a bridge of steeL Noth- 
ing could sink a battleship except another battleship. Britain kept its 
fleet impregnable. 
Now two inventions have been developed into two new sea weapons of 


unanticipated power and skill—the bombing plane and the submarine. 
Within the last few days Germany has dispatched these weapons across 
more than 500 miles of water and 
has inflicted important damage on 
the fleet at its bases. The Royal 
Oak, we now learn, was sunk inside 
the harbor at Scapa Flow, the main 
British fleet base. This is of course 
the most secure haven that could 
be devised lor protection of the j 
fleet, yet the Germans were able to 
put a submarine inside the harbor

This the supreme fleet

wide, not to mention the Pacific 
which as twice as wide. Yet it is

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MUTILATED CHILDREN FOR DESSERT 


Will Irwin's articles recently published 


in Liberty magazine should have b«n 
effectiva m creating for the American 
people an armor against the insidious 
and corroding European propaganda, a 
protective element that we wiH need sore- 
ly if this war lasts the several years pre- 
dicted by some authorities.

The machine in Louisiana, gilded with

a wildcat in a trap, its power to forage

The machine is defiant not because it 


is courajjeous since it is cov.-ardly, but its 
defiance springs entirely from its knowl- 
edge of the number of pivotal official po- 
sitions which it holds and which must 
be passed before its members 
can be

One of these positions is the judgeship 


v.hich has jurisdiction over the New Or- 
leans fjiand jury. As a matter of high- 
handed arrogance this judge, Platt by- 
name, made rulings that puts to shame 
the most infamous record in Anglo-Saxon 
judicial annals, that of 
the 
notorious 


Jeffries. 


Members of the grand juiy were sat- 


isfied the machine prosecutor was wil- 
fully blocking their investigation when 
he refused to produce documents and 
witnesses for which they called. A grand 
jury essentially and radically different 
than the ordinary trial juries, is master of 
its own surroundings. 
It may even ex- 


clude a prosecutor although to do so ham- 
pers its work because its members are not 
familiar with legal procedure, the ob- 
taining of witnesses and the writing out of 
indictments.

London has the advantage 
of the immense prestige of the British em- 
pire and the fact that though the Eng- 
lish have lost many battles they generally 
make it a practice to win the last and im- 
portant one.

There has been a great deal of 


discuMtoa over the relatives merits 
of the two outstanding slam con- 
ventions — the Culbertson 4-5 no 
trump and the Blackwood. Until the 
advent of the latter, the 4-5 no 
trump convention stood unchalleng- 
ed (except by asking bids) as the 
surest and easiest guide to slams. 
In the last couple of years, how- 
ever, the Blackwood convention 
has gained great popularity, so that 
today I imagine about half the us- 
ers of any slam convention em- 
ploy Blackwood and the other half 
the Culbertson 4-5 no trump. 


I recognized the popularity and 


inherent value of the Blackwood by 
incorporating it as an "alternative" 
in the Culbertson system. But I 
mm not, by any means, convinced 
that it is as good as the older con- 
vention. Undoubtedly it has the 
•virtue of simplicity, and it is for this 
reason, I think, that it has become 
so popular. But, by the same token, 
no one can call the 4-5 no trump 
convention complicated. My objec- 
tion to the Blackwood is that while 
it locates key cards in partner's 
hand, it often fails flatly in disclos- 
ing which of two missing aces part- 
ner holds. I have seen any number 
of tragedies such as the following 
result from 
using 
Blackwood,

reveal the true state of affairs,

The four no trump bid and the 


five diamond answer in this se- 
quence obviously are Blackwood. 
After being assured of strong spade 
support in the North hand, South 


" naturally wants to investigate a 


slam and, to that end, asks about 
his partner's aces by bidding four 
no trump. North, religiously fol- 
lowing the Blackwood system, ans- 
wers with five diamonds to show 
that he holds one ace (five clubs 
•would, show no aees; five hearts, 
two aces; five spades, three aces). 
But notice that this information 
-(that North holds an ace) does 
South absolutely no good; indeed, 
it leaves him in a frightful dilemma. 
If North's ace is the heart ace, the 
opponents may easily take the first 
two tricks in the club suit If 
North's ace is the club ace, it is ex- 
tremely probable that South will be 
able to win all 13 tricks. Thus, from 
South's point of view, after getting 
the "favorable" news that North has 
an ace, there Is a terrific guess whe- 
ther the combined hands will make 
a grand slam or only five-odd. It 
goes without saying, I think, that 
any one holding South's hand will 
not be able to resist the temptation 
to try for at least a small slam 
and, admittedly, if he is lucky in 
the opening lead, that is, if West, 
chooses a heart lead instead of a 
club, 13 tricks become a laydown. 
- " But there are a great many play- 
ers, myself among them, who do 
not like to have our slam contracts 
at the complete mercy of the oppon- 
ents and their opening leads. We 
decline to lose a. laydown game by 
bidding a slam which will be beat- 
en immediately if West takes it in- 
to his head to open from a king 
instead of a queen. Hence, we pre- 
fer a convention which discovers, 
not only whether or not partner 
has an ace, but if he has, whether 
or not it will be of value. Obvious- 
ly enough, the Culbertson 4-5 no 
trump convention does discover 
just that If the four no trump bid 
in the above sequence is the Cul- 
"bertson convention, North's proper 
response is five hearts, to show 
specifically the heart ace. And now, 
as South, we are duly warned that 
A slam contract is on very shaky 
ground, with two potential club los- 
ers. 


It seems to me that the above 


brings out the tremendous advant- 
age of the 4-5 no trump convention 
over the Blackwood.

Let Child Have Light on if 


He Is Afraid of the Dark 


BY ANGELO PATIU 


Nobody knows what frightens a child in the dark. Children who have 


been perfectly free from fear suddenly waken one night and show every 
evidence of fright They tremble and cry and insist upon getting into 
bed with father and mother. One said he saw a bear looking in at his 
window; one said an Indian jumped on his bed: a little girl said she saw 
fiery eyes peeking out from under the bed. Search, however thorough, dis- 
closed no reason for the fear. The children were frightened to the point 
of hysteria, but they could not tell what frightened them, really. Their 
parents are eager to comfort them, rid them of the fear, but they can find 
nothing that seems to cure it 


First examine the diet of the frightened child. Indigestion, in any form, 


is likely to lower the vitality of the child and bring on such fears in the 
night. The family doctor will advise about this. 


Review the last hour before bedtime. Were there any exciting tales? A 


radio terror program? A movie in the afternoon that was filled with 
shooting? Any conversation about frightening things? The hour before 
bedtime should he pitched to the bedtime tone—quiet, cheerful, gentle. 
Sleep comes on quiet feet, but it takes wings before a gale of noise. 


Con the list of playmates. Is there 


a bully among them? Anyone doing 
frightening stunts with a pistol, air- 
gun, 
knife or sword? Anyone talk- 


ing big and strutting wildly? These 
associations seem harmless enough 
by day, but sometimes they return 
as nightmares and frighten sensi- 
tive children out of their wits. 


Check up the daily experiences 


of the child. Is anybody in the fa- 
mily threatening or punishing him? 
Anybody who disciplines him by 
fear? Any visiting relative who dis- 
likes him and makes his life miser- 
able under cover? That has hap- 
pened. Anybody telling him that the 
policeman, or the ragman, or the 
old witch will get him? 
Such 


things happen, and the child does 
not tell. 


Sometimes it is impossible to find 


the cause of the fear. Do all possi- 
ble to build up the child's health. 
Encourage him to be happy. Praise 
him for any signs of self-control and 
courage. When he has these attacks 
of fear in the night, turn on the 
light and soothe him. Don't take 
him out of his own bed if it is at 
all possible to keep Mm there. Once 
he leaves his bed he will want to 
do that always, and that does r.ot 
help check the fear habit that is 
forming. 


Put a night light on the child's 


bed within handy reach. Teach him 
to turn on the light the moment he 
awakens. Encourage him to lie still, 
say ever his prayers; and when he 
feels better, turn out the light. Tell 
him that is what grown up people 
do when they awake in the night. 
By and by, if this is held before 
him as a desirable standard he will 
attain it Self-help is the best pos- 
sible cure for fear. 


Don't hesitate to give a child, who 


is afraid of the dark, permission to 
have a light as long as he thinks he 
needs it Be casual about it. Take 
the attitude that there is nothing to 
worry about, light or no light, and 
say nothing about the fear if you 
can help it Don't try to talk cour- 
age into him becauss that can't be 
done. Be quiet assured, and give 
him a light And don't forget to 
have the family doctor check him 
up from head to toe.

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Hernia Demands Immediate 


Treatment, Society Warns 


-"Every hernia carries a 


risk of strangulation, and if it is 
not instantly attended to, the out- 
come is fatal," the state medical so- 
ciety •warned in a health bulletin 
today. 
"Hernia, or rupture as it is com- 


monly called, is the bulging of some 
portion of the abdominal contents 
through a weak spot in the abdom- 
inal wall. 
In an uncomplicated 


state, the hernia is reducible; that 
is, it readily slips back into the 
abdominal cavity when the patient 
lies down or when gentle pressure 
Is applied; it is Irreducible when 
its contents cannot be replaced. 


"A hernia is said to be strangu- 


lated when its contents are irreduc- 
ible; but in addition, there is so 


much crowding and 
congestion 


within the lining of the abdominal 
cavity that the circulation of the 
bowel is partially or completely 
shut off, which in turn produces 
death of the bowel-wall, leakage 
of fecal matter through the rup- 
tured wall and often death of the 
patient from infection spreading 
throughout the abdominal cavity. 


Most Desirable Method 


"At present, the surgical cure of 


hernia is unquestionably the most 
desirable method; however, sur- 
geons of today know that recur- 
rences are to be expected in the 
presence of poorly developed mus- 
cles or in overweight persons, when 
there is too short a rest in bed after 


the operation or when the patient 
returns too soon to heavy labor. 


The'injection treatment of her- 


nia is used also. The greatest ob- 
jection to the injection treatment is 
the high incidence of recurrences, 
as instead of bridging tbe gap with 
normal tissues, as js done with the 
open operation, a dense scar is 
formed which gives way in time 
and permits the abdominal con- 
tents to bulge again through the 
hernial opening. 


"The objection to treatment by 


trusses alone is that they are dirty, 
troublesome and unless skillfully 
fitted, may cause pressure on the 
skin and produce thickening and 
narrowing of the neck of the sac.

One of the simplest things in 


modern medicine is the giving of 
the tuberculin test, made to deter- 
mine whether an individual has 
been exposed to and become infect- 
ed 
with tuberculosis. 
Parents 


should not be alarmed if their chil- 
dren report what is called a posi- 
tive tuberculin reaction. It is of 
vital importance to the child and 
to its parents or guardian that the 
fact be known. . 


About 12 per cent of the children 


give positive reaction and if no ad- 
ditional consideration is given to 
the condition, about 15 per cent of 
these 12 per cent sooner or later 
will come down with active tuber- 
ulosis. 
Active tuberculosis, if discovered 


very early, is readily curable, but if 
neglected the first faonths or year, 


it becomes more or less advanced 
and extremely difficult to cure. The 
tuberculin test, then, is the signal 
for special consideration. If an 
early case of active tuberculosis is 
readily curable, it can be reason- 
ably assumed that: an inefective 
but non-active case of tuberculosis 
in a child if properly treated will 
prevent the infected child from 
breaking down with an active case 


The armament for protecting a 


non-active case from becoming ac- 
tive is plenty of good food, with at 
least a quart of milk a day, prop- 
erly ventilated sleeping quarters, 
building the weight up to normal or 
above normal, and regulation of 
work and exercise. A non-active 
case that is positive to the tubercu- 
lin test does not transmit the di- 
sease to those with whom they may 
come in contact

known. They -make up the rocks, 
the soil, the plants, the trees. Met- 
als, jewels, water, air — indeed, all

Now comes the question, "What 


are atoms made of?" There was 
a time when men believed that 
such tiny bits could never be brok- 
en up, and that no one could learn 
what they were like. 


That time is now past. During 


the present century, 
men have 


found ways to break atoms apart! 


The work of Lord Rutherford, 


great British physicist, has been 
important He is honored for fig- 
uring out the general plan of an 
atom. Much of his work was done 
while the World war was going 
on. 


Rutherford said that a "nucleus" 


is at the center of each atom, and 
that "electrons" go around it at 
great speed. On an extremely tiny 
scale, the atom seems to be like 
our solar system, in which planets 
revolve about.the sun. 


Since the. Rutherford plan was 


given to the world, other men have 
made many tests. 
Among them 


is Prof. Raymond G. Herb of th 
University of Wisconsin. A lew 
years ago he and his associate 
built an "atom smashing machine 
of great power. This machine use 
electricity of more than 2,000,000 
volts.

said recently: "We have tamed 
the; high voltage, and it isn't dan 
gerous in, the way,. we use it" 


With machines of this kind, ant

scientists have split the atom.

atoms have a nucleus which can be 
split into two .or more parts. Th 
so-called "heavy hydrogen" atom 
has one "neutron" and one "pro 
ton" closely united at the center 


As we study the way in which 
tiny things are made, we add to 
our knowledge of the world. The 
work of breaking • up atoms maj 
some day show the world how to 
obtain power of untold value.
